DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Edmund Hollander, the famed landscape 
architect who is designing the new Steinbeck Park 
in Sag Harbor was seen riding the subway for the 
second time in four weeks. This time he was 
spotted traveling from Bridgehampton to Water 
Mill at 9 p.m. on Saturday. Radio jock Howard 
Stern, smiling ironically, was spotted riding 
the subway from Water Mill to Bridgehampton 
carrying a small puppy in his lap. (Pets are legal 
on Hamptons Subway so long as they-é are under 
their owner’s control.) 


NEW SUBWAY COLOR 

Hamptons Subway’s new marketing director 
Janice Wilson, formerly of Detroit Subway, has 
decreed that Hamptons Subway’s “colors” be 
revised. They were changed from brown and 
white to dark green and light green 12 years ago 
to show Hamptons Subway’s new commitment to 
the environment. Since the environment hasn’t 


improved awe these 12 years in spite of our 
efforts, the new colors will be dark blue and light 
blue, to highlight the need to control sea level and 
flooding. Expect delays around the system while 
the painting contractors power-paint this new 
color décor into place. We hope to minimize the 
delays by working on different platforms on the 
system at different times. : 


DAZED PASSENGERS 
For the second time in 10 years, groups of 
dazed passengers have been stepping off trains 
at the Westhampton Beach station and coming 
up the escalators to find that they are no longer 
in Manhattan. The episode lasted for about 
five hours beginning at 11:35 a.m. last Monday 
morning during which time the groups, usually 
about 50 people at a time, arrived at six-minute 
intervals, suggesting there was some kind of time 
warp hook-up between the Hamptons Subway 
System and the New York City Transit Authority. 
All passengers who wished to do so were 
subsequently taken by bus back to Manhattan 
free of charge. The few that opted to stay have 
received green cards. It’s the least we can do. 
During this same interval, beginning at 
11:35 a.m., on Monday, a still unknown number 


of people boarded subways at Westhampton 
Beach and were never seen again. The police 
are investigating this problem and early reports 
indicate this might have been caused by 
solar eclipses, although there haven’t been any 
this year. 


PARTY FOR SCOTTY 

The red-haired workman we all know as “Scotty” 
retired from active service with Hamptons Subway 
at a luncheon in his honor at the Hamptons 
Subway building in Hampton Bays on Friday 
afternoon. He has served faithfully for 52 years 
as the Chief Engineer at the Hamptons Subway 
power plant in Flanders where his firemen 
shovel coal into furnaces to create the heat that 
powers the steam engine systems. Commissioner 
Aspinall attended the luncheon and presented 
Scotty McKracken with a gold watch for his long 
service. He kidded him about all the times. he’s 
called on the phone to shout “we need more 
power Scotty” and Scotty’s replied “I’m givin’ her 
all we've got, Captain.” He calls the Commissioner 
“Captain.” It was a grand time. Turns out he was 
born a Ginsberg but later changed his last name 
to McKracken.

I would like to remind people running for office 

that Hamptons Subway does not allow any 

unapproved display of signs on our platforms.

WHAT GOES AROUND COMES AROUND 
Citing worries about hacking, surveillance, 
and cybercrime, authorities in the Hamptons 
announced the discontinuation of cell phone 
service in the area. They have ordered operators 
of cell towers to power the units off October 31. 
“We realize this might be a slight inconvenience 
to some people,” acknowledged Horace Gumbach, 
the local chief cybercrime control official. “But 
this will make it almost impossible for computer 
criminals to victimize the local population. Not 
taking this step would be.a dereliction of duty.” 
Gumbach admits that locals and visitors alike 


have come to rely on their cell phones for use 


in emergencies. He notes that authorities had 
already developed an alternative. “Remember 
when all of the highways had emergency call 
boxes on them? We're bringing them back.” The 
Hamptons Police say they have retrieved from 
storage hundreds of old emergency phones which 
they intend to install along local roadsides for the 
benefit of stranded motorists. “They’re perfectly 
good phones,” says Hamptons Police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch. “Why not use them?” 

One potential downside is that, according to 
Hirsch, many of the emergency phones feature 
rotary dials—a technology many people are 
no longer familiar with. Hirsch is not worried, 
however. “We're going to be running training 
workshops so that people can familiarize 
themselves with how these old phones operate. 
It’s easy once you get the hang of it.” 


DRESS CODE ARREST BLAMED 

ON ROGUE ELEMENTS 

The Hamptons Police this week responded to 
criticism of the arrest of a Sag Harbor resident 
on dress code violations by blaming it on “rogue 


elements” within the force. “We are investigating 


the circumstances,” says Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch. “We ‘don’t really know. 
what happened, but we do know that anything 
that was done that was improper was not our 
fault, and was undertaken by rogue elements.” 

According to reports, a Sag Harbor man 
was taken into custody for being overdressed 
according to the casual dress code standards 
of the village. While in custody, the man was 
apparently stripped of his expensive, custom- | 
tailored clothing, and it’s reported that a 
Hamptons Police-employed tailor was in on the 
arrest—presumably to help determine which 
articles of clothing were the most valuable for 
resale. Initially, the Hamptons Police denied 
any knowledge of the incident. However, as 
evidence has piled up, they’ve begun to reposition 
themselves. Hirsch’s’ said, “We cannot confirm 
or deny any details. But this was done by rogue 
elements.” How “rogue elements” can exist 
within the Hamptons Police Department is as 
yet unexplained. g&

Stinking Fish Factories vs. Two Millionaires Who Built Mansions There

riving east from Amagansett, the Montauk 

Highway dives down a hill onto the 
six-mile-long arrow-straight Napeague Stretch. 
In 1955, at the age of 16, sitting in the back 
seat of my dad’s Oldsmobile, I experienced that 
drop for the first time. It was not like it is today. 
At that time, there were only low scrub bushes 
in the sand dunes on either side of the highway. 
You could see the ocean on your right and the bay 
on your left. Montauk was on the horizon ahead. 
And for the first hundred yards on the shoulder 
of the road facing you were an array of about 
20 huge billboards hoping to entice you to board 
a fishing boat, stay in a particular motel, eat ata 


certain restaurant and buy land—oceanview lots © 


of a quarter-acre in Hither Hills with beach rights 
were selling for about $5,000 each, just call the 
phone number on that sign. 

A great drop in temperature hit you’ when you 
came to the bottom of that hill. And often, if 
you came before noon, there was fog. On other 


occasions, when the wind was from a certain 
direction, you could smell the awful stink of dead 
fish coming from somewhere. 

My father, driving through this awful smell, 
explained it to my mom, me and my sister. It was 
caused by fish being boiled in giant cauldrons. 
There were five fish factories, he told us, about 


a mile apart from one another on the arc of the 


bay. Commercial fishing boats tied up at the 
docks of these factories to unload their hold full 
of thousands of menhaden, a small baitfish. The 
fish were hauled off the boat and dumped into 
large iron cauldrons of boiling water. A coal fire 
underneath kept them boiling 24 hours a day, 
because you never knew when the fishermen 


would come in. Portuguese immigrants and - 


African-Americans manned the factories. The 
fish were boiled down into paste. The paste was 
put into barrels, and the barrels were put into 
railroad freight cars that hauled them off to 
factories in Queens to process them into glue, 
fertilizer, oil or paint. 

“The five factories were built in the 1890s, when

the railroad laid the track through to Montauk,” 


dad told us. “There’s offices, a warehouse, coal 
bins, barracks buildings for the help, but no 
electricity, plumbing or hot water. The factories 
are in business from June to September.” 

We were coughing and gagging. Couldn’t they 
get rid of the smell? 

“People living around here tried. From what 
I’ve been told, they filed lawsuits. It went all 
the way up to the Supreme Court. In the end, 
Congress passed a law guaranteeing the factory 
owners’ claim to the land. So now it’s called 
Promised Land. Anyway, in a few minutes, we 
will be beyond the smell. And you only smell it 
when the wind is in the wrong direction.” 

Thus was I, at the age of 16, introduced to 
the gateway to Montauk. It was the first time 
my sister and I had been to Montauk. We had 
been driving for four hours, from Millburn, New 
Jersey, a suburb not too'unlike Great Neck, where 
we had lived since we were born. Dad had come 
out numerous times in the prior year. He was 
a pharmacist and he was buying White’s Drug 
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Store in Montauk, staying at the Bosco Rooming 
House on weekends. He loved fishing. Mom was 
going along with this. We were now coming to the 
east end of Long Island for good. 

The fish factories today are long gone. They 
went out of business in the 1960s, when the 
-menhaden fishing declined and the factories 
no longer turned a profit. There is a stout brick 
chimney on the beach still standing from one of 
the fish factories, though. And there is another 
fish factory, an abandoned rusty metal shed 
the size of half a football field, still standing, 
that in recent years was restored to become the 
Amagansett Multi Aquaculture Systems. Fish are 

_ hatched and raised here. And, oddly, the owners 
serve delicious dinners there today, chicken 
and fries and other things outdoors on picnic 
tables overlooking the sunset. Call them for 
a reservation. 

And there is another fascinating story, a legend, 
about the fish factories. 

In the first decade of the 20th century, two 
millionaires from Cincinnati came out to the 
wilds of Montauk to go fishing and hunting 
for a week with their friend Arthur Benson of 
Brooklyn. Benson owned the wilds of Montauk— 
almost completely uninhabited—and often 
invited friends out. 

The millionaires were William Cooper Procter 
(of Procter & Gamble), and Richard Levering (of 
Lever Brothers), owners of household cleaning 
products that competed with one another, and 
they so enjoyed their time with Benson in his 
makeshift cabins that they asked if they could 
buy some land and build two houses out there. 
Benson said he wanted to keep his property

the hill in Amagansett, overlooking Napeague 
and just a short horseback ride to Montauk. 
They’d have full access, anytime. 

When the millionaires returned to Cincinnati, 
they called long distance to an East Hampton 


_ real estate agent and told them they would like to 


build two identical mansions atop that hill. The 
agent thought about telling them of the smell, but 
in the end decided not to do so. He had two rich 
fellas here. 

They told him they wanted their mansions 
electrified, that they wanted the finest furniture 
and linens, and they wanted these two mansions 
completed within a year so they could come out 
with their families to hunt and fish in the luxury 
to which they had become accustomed. Don’t 
bore us with details, they told him. And money 
is no object. 

The two homes were constructed—the workmen 
wore masks—and ready the following spring. 

For electricity, a power plant was built just 
out of the view of the most westerly of the fish 
factories. A contingent of Portuguese immigrants 
built it. A 100-foot-long dock extended out into 
the bay from the plant, and running along this 
dock was a small narrow gauge railroad track that 
started here and went up the hill to the mansions. 
(Parts of the trackage are still there.) The families 
could arrive in their yacht, step off the ship and 
onto this small handsome two-car train that 
would take them up the hill to their new home. 
What could go wrong? 

The wind was blowing from the south when 
the steamer arrived on July 1, 1911. There 
was no smell. The families cheered as their 
white mansions, three stories high, came 


into view atop the hill. Porters loaded their 


luggage and escorted them to their seats on the 
steam train. 

Arriving at the top, the families found the place 
fully furnished down to the curtains, linen and 
silverware. The servants greeted them. They ate 
dinner, then went to bed. About an hour before 
dawn, the wind changed. 

And so they awoke, coughing and gasping, then 
raced for the little train to take them out of this. 
Within the hour, they had steamed off over the 
horizon. They never came back. 

Two things about this story. When I first was 
told it, I doubted it was true. But in 1955, the 
two mansions were still there, now abandoned. 
There were also abandoned carriage houses and 
servants buildings. 

As it happened, I got the name of the man who 
was in charge of the mansions and the power 
station. I do not remember his name, but before 
publishing a story about the Promised Land 
in Dan’s Papers back then, I did phone him at 
his home in Bay Shore, where he was living in 
retirement now 50 years along. He spoke English 
with a thick Italian accent. He told me he had 
come to America aboard a “Liberty” ship during 
World War I—these were the ships that brought 
American soldiers to Europe to fight in that war 
and were now coming back empty—and I recall 
asking him details about the story. One detail 
was to tell me the name of the little railroad’s 
steam engine. 

“Airculous,” he said. I wrote it down. 

Before publication, I ran the story by a 
friend of mine named Ron Ziel, who was a 
railroad buff. He looked at the name “Airculous” 
and blinked. 


It’s “Hercules,” he told me. @&

The Hedgeification of the Hamptons Continues Remorselessly

A here’s a homeowner who owns a large plot 
of farmland in Sagaponack who wants to 
build an eight-foot-tall fence around it to keep 
out the deer. Officials in Sag are horrified. It goes 
against everything they stand for which includes 
long views across farmland as much as possible. 
They've imposed a moratorium until the end of 
this year on the building of any tall fences to give 
them time to sort it out. 

The fact is, however, that Sagaponack and 
much of the rest of the Hamptons has already 
missed the boat. When I started Dan’s Papers 
in 1960, you could see across the farmland in 
Sagaponack from the Montauk Highway to the 
ocean dunes. During those years, I lived in East 
Hampton and had the Dan’s Papers office in 
Bridgehampton, and so, often, I’d go down the 
back road—Hedges Lane in Sagaponack—just to 
enjoy the wonder of it. I’d take this journey on my 
Lambretta 150LI motor scooter. Wind in my hair. 
Ocean thundering away, sea mist rising over the 
dunes. A half-mile up ahead on Hedges there’d 
sometimes be a black lab, sitting on the white 
line, eyeing me. Somebody’s farm dog. He’d bark 
at me—a warning not to come onto his turf. But 
on I came. I'd arrive, then whizz past. He never 
touched me. 

Hedges Lane was named after Ezekiel 
Hedges, one of the founders of Bridgehampton 


in 1644. Today people think it’s named Hedges 


because both sides of Hedges Lane are bordered 
by hedgerows for nearly its entire length. You 
could be in any exclusive resort in the world to 


see this. Someone wealthy spends a lot of money © 


for five acres, and the first thing they do is put 
up hedgerows so nobody can see out and nobody 
can see in. I’ve seen hedgerows up to not only 
8 feet, but up to 14 feet, meticulously groomed by 
local landscaping companies doing the bidding 
of the Master of the Universe. This is his patch. 
His world. He’s safe from the slings and arrows 
of neighbors or passersby. And next door, 
behind another gate, there is another Master of 
the Universe. 

When our communities passed laws about the 
heights allowed for fences, they defined fences 
as barriers made of wood or stone. I think along 
the way, they thought of hedgerows. In the end, 
they decided you can’t legislate against bushes. 
Or can you? 

I know at this point that nearly half the 
Hamptons is walled off with impenetrable 
hedgerows. The cat’s out of the bag. And maybe 
it’s just because I’ve seen what I saw all those 
years ago, when I fell in love with this place. 
Endless views of lakes and ponds, harbors and 
bays, farmland, hills and woods, where kids 
rode bicycles down the street. And always, the 
salty, raging sea nearby, often visible across 
the dunes. 

I think there should be rules and regulations 
about hedgerows. 


First of all, declare hedgerows to be fences, 
because they are. Next, grandfather in all the 
existing hedgerows so those who have them are 
allowed to continue with them. Finally, make 
new rules for future planned hedgerows. 

Here would be the rules. No new hedgerows 
allowed, but if you are a billionaire and can 
prove it, you can get some hedgerows to 
give you some privacy. Consider it a perk, as 
you might think of a basement spa, a movie 
screening room, a helicopter and _ helicopter 
pad. Just show your tax return or net worth, 
accountant approved. Tipping point would be 
$2 billion. 

Celebrities could also have hedgerows. Heaven 
knows they get bothered by people wherever 
they go. Hedgerows will give them a way to enjoy 
privacy in the Hamptons. Celebrities would need 
to bring into town hall their list of movies and 
Broadway or TV shows they’ve been in, plus their 
Emmys and Academy Awards. The application 
would be evaluated. A permit would be issued. 
Reviewable yearly of course. 

On the other hand, the permit would just get 
you on the waiting list. Someone would have 
to die or abandon some hedgerows before you 
could get a permit for a new one somewhere else.

When Fire and Smoke Destroyed East End Backup Generators on September rie

s I write this, it is 8 p.m. Thursday and 
urricane Florence is expected to make 
landfall tomorrow just south of the aptly named 
town of Surf City, North Carolina. I am in 
Manhattan at this time, in our apartment. Ispend 
most days in the Hamptons, but a couple of days 
a week I’m in New York this time of year. 

The phone rings. It is the East Hampton Town 
Police. There is a fire at my house on Three Mile 
Harbor Road. Can I get there? I tell them I can get 
there right away. How bad is it? 

“We think it is your pool heater. Apparently, 
it’s already been put out. But you should call Tom 
Baker, the fire marshal. He’s there on the scene.” 

“It can’t be my pool heater. I heat with solar 
panels. So there’s nothing to catch fire,” I tell the 
police officer. “God provides.” 

“Just call him.” They give me his cell 
phone number. 

He answers the phone on one ring. What’s 
caught fire is a power generator the size of a 
refrigerator that sits on its side, 80 feet from 
the house. If the power goes out on the street, 


our electric panel is switched automatically to 


the generator. It runs on propane and can stay 
working for about three days. Nothing else has 
been damaged. 

“Yours is the third one that’s exploded in Springs 
in the last 24 hours,” Fire Marshal Baker tells me. 
“We are opening an investigation. I’ve also called 
Consumer Affairs.” 

“Somebody is driving around blowing up backup 
generators?” 

“It’s possible. We’re looking into everything. 
All three generators are the same make and 
model. Generac.” 

“Tm in New York. Do you want me to 
come out?” 

“Not necessary. But if you have a friend nearby 
who could stop by, there’s papers to be filled out. 
We'll be here another hour. And you'll need to 
have an electrician come right away. If the power 
goes out on the street right now, the trigger in 
your electric panel inside will trip and that could 
cause a fire in the house.” 

I made phone calls. Did what had to be done. 

My friend texted me a photo of the remains 
of our generator. All twisted and blackened 
metal. It must have been some kind of bomb 


thrown at it to cause this kind of damage, I think.

Who could do such a thing? 

What would Sherlock Holmes. think? If this 
was a bomber, for starters, it would have to be 
somebody who was mad at me. Or a person who 
doesn’t have a generator who is envious that I 
had one. Was it something I wrote? Did I write 
something that offended? 

- But that doesn’t explain the other two explosions. 
One was on Manor Lane and the other on Springs 
Fireplace Road. Could they be mad at me but not 
know exactly where I live, so took some guesses. 
Not likely. They'd have had to be mad at all three 
of us. What did all three of us have in common? 
I have no idea. But then how do you explain that 
all the explosions took place in Generac Guardian 
17KW generators? More likely, it would have to be 
somebody who not only hates us and wants us to 
suffer with those who don’t have generators when 
a hurricane plows through, but is also somebody 
who hates the Generac company. Maybe they had 
a run-in with Generac. Put in a Generac 17KW 
and it didn’t work? Well, that pretty well narrows 
it down. 

I also thought maybe a particular installation 
company here on the East End might be angry. 


Were all three of us using the same company? I

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called Tom Baker back. 

“Nope,” he said. “All three were 
installed by different installation 
companies. And now we have a fourth 
one that exploded up in Cutchogue. 
I’m in touch with all the other 
fire marshals.” 

“Generac?” 

“Yup.” 

So, whoever this was, could it be 
possible that they'd broken into the 
Generac database and isolated all the 
Generacs sold on the East End? There 
were four incidents so far. Would there 
be a fifth? 

“Have you called the Southampton 
fire marshal?” I asked. 


“We're all over it,” he said. “Another 1p LIGHTNING CAUSE THE FIRE AT DAN’S HOME? 


possibility is that there is something 
internally wrong with this particular model of 
Generac. We have an office in a building out 
back of East Hampton Town Hall. I want to 
get all three Generacs over to our place. Yours 
suffered the least damage. The fire department got 
there pretty quick. The one on Manor Lane had 
been burning for about 30 minutes. The Springs 
Fireplace road one even longer. We have an 
eyewitness. An explosion went boom. Then flames 
‘came out of it. I want to line all three up, and with 
the different amounts of damage we might be 
able to reconstruct how it exploded and how and 
where it caught fire. Maybe it’s a part inside these 
generators that’s deteriorated and failed.” 

“So you don’t think it was a terrorist?” 

“Lower down the probability scale.” 

I told Tom about an extraordinary thing that 
once happened to the three carbon monoxide 
detectors at my house. Maybe that could be a lead 
to be followed up. 

About nine years ago, we did a major renovation 
at our house. Installed at that time were three 
of these detectors. One was on a wall in the 
basement, one was on the wall in the living room 
on the first floor, and one was on the second floor 
in the hall outside the bedrooms. 

One morning many years later, I woke up to 
hear a little mechanical chirping in the house. It 
took a while to track it down, but eventually, with 
the help of my wife and our problem-sniffing dog, 
I found it was coming from the detector on the wall 
in the basement. I turned it off and disconnected it 
from the wall. On the back was a message. It gave 
the date it was activated, and it had a note that 


this detector would have to be replaced in exactly - 


9 years, 6 months and 13 days. 

I did the math. This was the day. I walked 
upstairs and stared at the detector in the 
living room. It was fine. So was the one in the 
upstairs hall. 

The next day at almost the exact same time, the 
detector on the second floor failed, and later that 
afternoon, the one in the living room failed. As I 
recall, they repainted the basement on day one, 
the first floor on day two and the top floor on day 
three. But I could be wrong. What the hell! 

“I don’t think that is what was going on here,” 
he said. 

“Keep me posted?” 

“Absolutely. And I have another theory,” he 
said, “We have a very high barometric pressure 
right now. Could be related to the low pressure in 
North Carolina. Maybe that was a cause of this.” 

“Here’s something else,” I said. “Earlier today, 
in Andover and Lawrence, Massachusetts, over 
50 homes caught fire when gas connections 


exploded. Could this be related?” 

“Very unlikely. That’s all about natural 
gas. Here it’s all about propane. Different 
systems, all separate. Up there, I think it 
was somebody pulling the wrong switch 
for all these households, resulting in 
over-pressurization and fires.” 

Baker asked me _ to write 
to anyone in the community 
who owns .a Generac Guardian 
17KW generator to call the company 
that provides the service for them. 
And call him. Baker’s number at town 
hall is 631-324-3473. ; 

ADDENDUM: Generac — has 
replaced our generator with a new 
one, all free and with all installation 
costs paid for. f&.

Lions & Caracals Loose in India and Sag Harbor. Can Calvin Klein Help? _

week ago Thursday, two items of local interest 
ppeared in the news that I think should be 
considered together. 

The first is about a wild cat native to India and 
Africa now lurking in a wood near Carroll Street, 
Sag Harbor. It’s a carnivore, and should not be in 
our community. It feeds on small animals such 
as your dog. 

Local resident Steven Wright took a photograph 
of it near Carroll Street and brought to the 
attention of the police. It’s a side view of a cat 
about four feet long, maybe 40 pounds. Its facial 
features are that of a cougar, but the rest—well, 
the creature stretches out about five feet from 
head to tip of tail. It’s short-haired and tan 
with white markings. Experts say it is a caracal. 
Caracals, according to Wikipedia, are nocturnal 
animals who usually travel in pairs. They hunt 
small mammals and birds that they can catch in 
flight by leaping as high as 9.8 feet. They have 
long, sharp, canine teeth and kill by biting the 
throat of their prey. 

If you see this animal slinking along on your 
lawn, do not try to catch it. Call the police, who 
will arrange for a humane way of catching it and 
returning it to its home country. 

Caracals are not on an endangered list, but 
they are on the list of dangerous animals—lions, 
tigers, bobcats, alligators—that private citizens 
cannot keep in captivity in the state of New York.

As of this writing, a week later, the caracal 
remains at large. 

The second story concerns one of our local 
residents, Calvin Klein, and a perfume his 
company has on the market called “Obsession.” 

Last Wednesday, the Indian government 
released a study, two years in the making, 
describing their inability to capture a 
man-eating tiger in and around the city 
of Maharashtra. Indian news agencies say 
this particular tiger has killed more than a 
dozen people. 

The study says that efforts to capture 
this creature, which they call Ti, have been 
numerous. They set out 100 camera traps, they 
strapped horses and goats to trees as bait, they 
sent out armed police patrol and rangers up 
to treetops to keep watch, but it’s been all to 
no avail. 

But now, a wildlife veterinarian named Dr. 
Prayag H.S. has read this recent report and has 
contacted the Indian authorities to urge them 
to try marking trees and shrubs with Calvin 
Klein’s Obsession. 

A study done in America at the Bronx Zoo a 
few years ago showed that dabs of Obsession 
attracted large cats. One of Obsession’s 
ingredients is a synthetically manufactured scent 
exactly matching civit, a kind of musk that exists 
in animal urine that cats in India and Africa 
use to mark their territory. In the Bronx Zoo 
study, marks of Obsession successfully attracted 


a leopard. After reading this study in 2016, Dr. 
Prayag, a practicing veterinarian in India, tried 
Obsession and soon captured a man-eating tiger. 
Now, reading this new government report, he 
took additional action by reaching out to the 
authorities there. 

The answer to capturing these cats, both in 
Maharashtra and in Sag Harbor, is to get lots 
and lots of beautiful men and women to go to the 
Calvin Klein store, buy Obsession, apply it, be 
given large nets, and have them mill around in 
the towns of Maharashtra and Sag Harbor, but 
not in the woods. 

Dr. Prayag wears Obsession himself. . 

“T do use it, actually,” he said in a story on NPR 
radio. “It gives a pleasant smell.” 

Incidentally, both osprey and now eagles are 
nesting and flying about on the eastern end of 
Long Island. Both of these birds, the first with 
a wingspan of five feet and the second with a 
wingspan of six-and-a-half feet, are capable of 
swooping down and grabbing a small mammal 
such as your little Chihuahua and flying off with 
him or her. There’s never been a report that this 
has happened as far as I know. Maybe these big 
birds are happy snatching rodents and moles 
and don’t feel it’s worth it to deal with larger, 
struggling mammals. 

Finally, the photo of the caracal appears to 
show this animal wearing a red collar with some 
sort of tag on it. 

Now that makes this a whole other story. a.

Honoxing the Arist: Bo Bautlett 


othing captures the Halloween spirit quite 

like kids trick-or-treating. With a sense of 
wonder, Bo Bartlett’s piece “Halloween” perfectly 
encapsulates the inherent sweetness, but also 
weirdness, of dressing up in costume and going 
on an adventure for candy and fun. See more of 
Bartlett’s work at bobartlett.com. 


What was the particular inspiration 
for “Halloween?” 

I’ve always wanted to do a major painting 
for every holiday. This funny goal may have 
stemmed from a childhood dream of one day 
making calendars a la Norman Rockwell. Of 
course, it morphed over the years and took on 
a life of its own. Many of my paintings illustrate 
memories of childhood. Sometimes these are 
specific events and sometimes they are just a 
vague mood or feeling of childhood, a fear or an 
archetypal psychological state. The work tends 
to delve into America’s psyche, stirring it up 
and offering a varied pastiche of questions and 
riddles. There are more holidays to go. So far, 
I’ve done Christmas, Easter, July Fourth and 
now Halloween. 


What do you think the significance of 
painting is for contemporary society? 
Painting is a highly personal endeavor. It is 
an outlet. An artist worth their salt knows that 
they are mere spectators. When they are doing 


their best work and in the zone, they aren’t 
“creating” their paintings...The paintings are 
creating themselves. The best an artist can do is 
get out of the way and watch the thing happen, 
watch their arms moving, watch the paint slap 
onto the painting, watch the process. Creativity 
is happening everywhere. The artist, if they are 
lucky, is just a conduit. I believe in the power of 
art to transform lives. In the 1980s Suzi Gablik 
wrote a small book called The Re-Enchantment 
of Art. She talked about how important art is in 
transforming the world. As artists we must think 
whole systems, holistically, regardless of our 
chosen form or style, to be a part of the solution 
to the world’s problems. There is no longer any 
art for art’s sake. All art is political, even when it’s 
not, that is a political statement. We must all be 
about the job of doing whatever we can to assist 
in evolution. The job of an artist is to wake us up. 
It’s a full-time job. 


What else would you like readers to know — 


about your work? é 

Go to a museum or gallery. See art in person, 
in the flesh. I love all kinds of work. All art. It’s 
all good. There is so much great work being made 
now. I love all genres and sub-genres of art. 
I’ve been doing this for over four decades and 
every day is still an adventure. There was a time 
when it was hard to find a good contemporary 
representational painting. I had to search the 


country when I was a student in the 1970s—it 
was pre-internet obviously—so everything was 
word-of-mouth. There were very few articles 
or books of living realist painters. I studied at 
The Pennsylvania Academy of the Fine Arts in 
Philadelphia, but went to Boston to find Ives 
Gammell and New York to find Aaron Shickler 
and Harvey Dinnerstein, great painters and great 
men who took me into their studios and shared 
their knowledge. Nelson Shanks taught me how 
to paint by letting me be a private apprentice 
in his studio painting side-by-side with him for 
years. Nowadays, digitally, we can see the latest 
work by our contemporaries on the same day it’s 
completed; everyone is on even footing, the big 
guys and the newbies, side-by-side, online. It’s 
an invigorating time. But how to find and retain 
what is uniquely one’s own. That is the key. 
Andrew Wyeth said, “We have to be in-grown 
to be any good.” We must see everything there 
is to see and digest it and still make art that 
is our own. We must get out of the way and 
let it be what wants to be created. We have to 
show up, be present and let the art happen. It 
takes patience and perseverance and a deep 
abiding trust that the effort is worth it. We have 
to believe in ourselves—in that little inkling 
that is prompting us to make something. We 
have to trust it, trust ourselves...know that it 
doesn’t have anything to do with us, and then get 
to work. #.

15. “Every year this is my favorite show—not only do 
you have Gene Casey, Prentiss McNeil, but also this 
guy Jason D. Williams, Jerry Lee Lewis’ protégé. I 
personally think he’s at a level better than Jerry Lee 
ever achieved. He’ll yell at me for saying that! He’s 
incredible. He does Jerry Lee theatrics, like kicking the

You've Never Alone at Bistro Eté in Water Mill 


caught myself musing at Bistro Eté’s bar in 

Water Mill recently. There used to be a big, 
cheesy bar built around an aquarium here when 
this space housed the original Muse restaurant. 
Now the rooms are tastefully decorated in a light, 
seaside style that reflects the bistro’s Provencal 
and Mediterranean influences, as well as its very 
Hamptons-centric ingredients. What should I 
order, I wondered, as I sipped a housemade 
ginger ale. Is Chef Arie the East End’s only 
Cypriot-born, Le Cordon-Bleu trained chef? Is 
his wife still vegetarian, like...always? 

Chef/owner Arie Pavlou and his wife, Liz, 
work the bar themselves during the week at 
this time of year. It’s clear that they love what 
they do. Arie comes up with chef's cocktails and 
Liz greets and manages diners with charm and 
genuine care. 

One of Arie’s latest confections is a truffle 
cocktail. The Bordeaux truffles are in now. As much 
as I adore truffles, I passed on this delight as I was my 
own driver. 

I’ve enjoyed Chef Arie’s food with large groups 
and at intimate dinners both here at Bistro Eté and 
at his former posts at the Bridgehampton Inn and at 
Comtesse Therese in Aquebogue. Since my husband 
was off rehearsing for a gig upisland, I decided to try 
going it alone. 

_ Of course there are always a few other gourmands 
dining at the bar. Turns out it is as fun as it looks. 
Unless you misbehave. While I was there, a gentleman 
seated on the other side of the bar placed his order with 
Liz and a few minutes later Chef Arie came thundering

out from the kitchen. “You can’t have this!” he shouted 
at the gentleman. It quickly became clear that he was 
a regular. And he acquiesced when Arie said, “I’m 
gonna make something you'll like.” And that was final. 
Liz explained that the gentleman took a notion to going 
off of his doctor-prescribed diet. I should tell Arie 
I’m on a diet so he stops seducing me into eating his 
buttery escargot. 

How much. do I love that the menu now includes 
suggested wine pairings next to every dish? Not enough 
to order them all tonight when I’m driving—but next 
time for sure. Chef Arie suggests and I gleefully accept 
a Green Rooster virgin mojito with a great, huge “tail” 
of lemon grass plucked from a pot at the restaurant’s

entrance. Very ginger-forward and refreshing. 

I decided to start with the Local Littleneck 
Clams, which are infused with smokiness from 
Portuguese sausage and dripping with a white 
wine cream sauce. Well. Done. 

Turns out, when you dine alone, not only do 
you not have to share, there are no questions 
asked beyond “what would you like next?” 

Answer: the House Made Pellegrino 
Pappardelle Braised Short Ribs in a cream 
sauce, followed by the Coq a la Biere and 
Vegetable Paella. 

I’ve had the pappardelle before, always 
& rich with its falling-off-the-bone tender meat. 
= The Coq a la Biere surprised because I really 
= couldn’t taste the beer braising. But the meat 
= was exceptionally moist and naturally sweet 

alongside its brandy glazed apples. Of course 

chefs traditional bomba rice was just exactly 
right in the paella—not too sticky, not too dry. Tender- 
crisp cauliflower, green beans, a mix of mushrooms, 
artichokes, peas, edamame, fennel, olives and sun- 
dried tomatoes make for a rich mélange of textures in 
this umami-rich dish that’s served piping hot. (Secret: 
spinach juice gives it that “meaty” flavor.) 

Bistro Eté’s $30 two-course prix fixe is back because 
it’s not été outside now. Arie and Liz like to say “it’s 
Restaurant Week every week at Bistro Eté,” referencing 
the periodic deal that entices diners to area restaurants 
for $29.95 prix fixe meals. BL
